‘Attention: ‘is’ directed to the hospital 
by-law published: elsewhere in this is- 
sue, ‘This by-law- provides for the. 
erection of’ a 20-béd= hospital, to be 
erected on a site donated by the City 
of Wetaskiwin, and the lodation of 
which will be decided by the new 
board, from several ‘locations under 
consideration. The proposed new 
hospital will be free of taxation un- 
der provisions contained in the city 
charter. 


The vote on this agreement takes 
place in the M.D. Montgomery on Sep- 
tember 26th, in the M.D. Bigstone on 
October 3rd, and in Wetaskiwin on 
October 14th. The estimated cost of 
the hospital building is $40,000, to 
be financed as follows: se LE 

City of Wetaskiwin agrees to hand 
over the sum of $10,000, being accum- 
ulated surplus from the present We- 
taskiwin hospital as well as all the 
equipment of the present ‘building, 
the: outstanding accounts and all oth- 
er assets of the pecan existing hos- 
pital; 

The City of Wetaskiwin, subject to 
ratification by the burgesses, agrees 
to borrow by debentures the sum of 
$30,000, and the M.D. _ Bigstone 
agrees to make a grant towards the 
repayment of this sum of $9,000, and 
the M.D. Montgomery agrees to make 
a grant of $12,000, while Wetaskiwin 
must contribute the balance, namely, 
$9,000. On a basis of population, the 
apportionmnt should be japproxim- 
ately, M.D. Montgomery, $12,375; M. 
D. Bigstone, $9,750; Wetaskiwin, $7,-

If this is accomplished 
it would, reduce the amount to be 
raised by the three municipalities to 
approximately $20,000, which would, 
of course, be raised by debenture 
spread over a period of fifteen years. 

In view of the fact that the present 
hospital building has been condemn- 
ed as a fire hazard, we would urge 
all ratepayers in the three Municipal- 
ities to consider very carefully the 
information contained above, before 
casting their votes on the hospital 
agreement. We have been assured 
that if these bylaws are defeated, that 
the present hospital will be closed,

In response to your telephone re- 
quest yesterday for some information 
as to the financing of the Red Deer 
Municipal Hospital I beg to inform

City ‘of* Red Deer only; In the- early 


ey were ever made by- any of the 
rural municipalities around Red Deer 
towards the support of the hospital, 


but several of the districts around : 


Red Deer raised money and ‘furnished 


wards. and the’ good. farmers wives’ i 


raised money to keep the wards in 
good condition and their assistance 
was very valuable to the-hospital. All 
the burden of financing the ‘hospita! 
fell on the, city and the residents of 
the city who supported the hospital 
through taxation for many years paid: 
exactly the same rates as patients as 
outsiders did.- 

About ten years ago the hospital 
‘was bankrupt> owing about $10,000 
besides debenture debt, which was-a 
tity liability, and the Council serioue- 
ly considered closing it, At that. time 
TI was asked by the Mayor to under- 
take the financial management and 
try to work out a scheme to enable 
the hospital to continue to function. 
After some time we decided to org- 
anize under the Municipal Hospitals 
Act and a district was formed taking 
in some rural territory around Red 
Deer. When the vote was taken the 
City voted almost unanimously in 
favor and the rural districts voted 
‘against the scheme. The city then 
organized taking in the city only, and 
we. have carried on ever since. The 
hospital assumed payment of the de- 
bentures outstanding and the tax 
levy at first was three mills in the 
city for hospital purposes. As final 
payments were made on debentures 
and expenditures reduced it was pos- 
sible to reduce the rate to one mill, 
which it has been for the past few 
years. In 1932 final payment will be 
made on another debenture and all 
debentures -will be retired in. 1933, so 
that expenditures will be reduced 
again. All property owners in the 
city and ‘all residents may pay, during 
the month of January each year the 
sum of $6.00 hospital insurance.. In 
the case of property owners ‘the 


‘amount of the hospital tax is credited 


against the $6.00. “All dependent 
members of a family paying this hos- 
pital insurance are entitled to hos- 
pital treatment for $1.00 per day, -X- 
ray fees are payable at half-the sched- 
wie rate and extra drugs are paid by 
the patient. This year 450 ‘paid the 
hospital insurance, 

I have worked out the number of 
hospital days used by insurance pa- 
tients and find that the amount of 
insurance, taxes and hospital fees 
paid by these during the past few 
years have covered the cost. of the |’ 
patients. 


In the case of patients from - the 
rural municipalities our charges are 
$3.00 per. day for public, $3.50 for 
‘semi-private and $4.00 for private 
wards. We require payment in ad- 
vance or arrangements to be made 
for payment for one week before ad- 
Mitting any patient who is a resident 
of a municipality. If the patient is 
unable to pay we require a written 
order from the municipality. In case

50 that there will be a 
‘gradual: and ‘continued évaporation ‘of 
moisture’ from the plants, up*to and 
until the time when these plants 
reach a,.state of dryness when they: 
may be assembled in closer forma- 
tion — and kept in a. healthy - state by 
piling so that the heads are’ not ex- 
posed. -In“-this completed state the 
leaves and straw must be really dry 
and brittle. If, at any time in the, 
curing stage the plants thémselves 
are too openly exposed to a prolong- 
ed cold or wet spell one can be as- 
sured tliat ‘this is bound to he'a de- 
teriorating reverse process, when 
the exposed plants reabsorb moisture 
from the air. : 


. One must expect all freshly har. 
vested sheaves of grain to throw off 
a large amount of moisture (no mat- 
ter how dry they may seem). If these 
sheaves are too closely confined, or if 
théy are packed too tightly, and in 
too large bundles, so that the escap- 
ing moisture is “trapped”, or so that 
there is not enough circulation of air 
to drive this moisture’ up and away, 
then an immediate “deadening” of 
the color and*lustre takes place. This 
will reflect in a roughening and 
thickening of the skin of the seed, 
and in turn, has a direct effect upon 
lowering the weight per bushel and 
the density of the kernels. = 

The_ writer regards these  condi- 

tions, where there is an unnatural re- 
absorption of moisture, as the most 
damaging “bugbears” to the exhibi- 
tion game. A source of assurance 
and guiding sign is to examine the 
straw well inside and near the band 
for .discoloration. If it is apparent, 
divide the sheaves, spread them out 
and give them more air and ventila- 
Perhaps to change places with 
a sample which is in a more favored 
location would be 2 good emergency 
move. “If in doubt as to whether they 
are dry enough or not hang them up, 
with heads down. Remember that 
moisture always rises. 
_ Wheat, peas, rye, flax, and perhaps 
timothy, are the easiest to cure. They 
can stand plenty of hard knocks, in 
second place. Oats; barley, brome 
grass, etc. are the most difficult 
classes and should be given first 
place so they can be cured in the 
quickest possibe way. There is no 
danger in giving these dompact types 
too much cool to warm, dry eir. The 
drier the plants become the warmer 
the air they can stand. 

Gently shake up your sheaves at 
least once a day and on changeable 
nights try to shut off all the damp 
the warm heat of the open day is 
air that is reasonably possible so that 
the warm heat of the open day is not 
too quickly carried off. Be sure to 
avoid sudden changes as much as 
possible. With these’ fundamental 
suggestions one shoud] pass through 
the curing stage with a large reserve 
;of surety and make ready adjust- 
| ments in case of any emergency. Bear 
in mihl that the moisture is always 
bad. Frost should be guarded against 
at this: stage. Heat can gradually be 
applied with caution and good air is 
always good. 

Normally it takes a good sample 
about 10 to 14 days to cure dry and 
brittle enough so that the kernels will 
separate from the head with very 
light rubbing, and experience advises 
that this is the best time to thresh. 
But, usuelly at this time, the farmer 
is very busy, winding up his fall 
work and therefore not in a position 
to thresh exhibition grain sheaves.

e 1. A postmaster is Haguited to give 
notice by letter (returning the paper 
does not answer the laws) if the sub- 
scriber does not take the paper out of 
the post office fad state the reason 
for its not being taken. Any neglect 
to do so makes the postmaster re. 
sponsible to the publisher for pay: 
menr. 

2, If any person orders his paper 
discontinued he must pay all arrears 
or the publisher may continue to send 
it until payment is made and collect 
the whole amount whether the paper 
Is taken from the office or not. There 
can’ be no legal discontinuance until 
payment is made. - 

3. Any pergon who takes a paper 
from the post pice, whether directed 
to ‘his name or another, or whether 
he subscribes or wiht “e repponeale for 
payment. 

4. Ifa: subseribor. orders: his. paper

isher continues;.to. send ft, the. sub- 
seriber is bound; to pay for. it. if he 
takes: it out..of the post office.
